ECENT suggestions that all 

banks in the United States be 
under Federal jurisdiction, doing 
away with the chartering of banks 
by the various states recalls the 
opposition to this plan presented 
at the recent convention of the 
American Bankers Association by 
R. S. Hecht of New Orleans, Chair- 
man of its Economic Policy Com- 
mission. Mr. Hecht said: 

“There are just as good reasons 
why there should be state as well 
as national banks, as that there 
should be state as well as a na- 
tional government. I do not think 
that analogy is far-fetched. The 
states should not surrender all po- 
litical jurisdiction to the central 
government, and the local business 
life of the states should not be 
made to surrender all control over 
financial functions to national fi- 
nancial instrumentalities. There 
are many variations of business 
conditions from state to state and 
there are special fisca! require- 
ments of the various states. 

“It is entirely logical, therefore, 
that the states should retain the 
right to charter banks so as to 
mold and direct their affairs in ac- 
cordance with the states’ govern- 
mental and business requirements 
and keep them adapted to local- 
ized sentiment and conditions.

Industrial Soviet City 
Designed by Americans 

An American engineering firm is 
building a complete city, covering 
8,000 acres and costing $60,000,000 
on what used to be swamp land near 
Nizhni Novgorod in Russia, When it 
is finished, about a year from now, 
the city will house 50,000 persons. 
Most of them will work in a vast 
factory from whieh 150,000 motor 
ears and trucks will be distributed 
over Russia each year. 

This gigantic undertaking, the 
American Review of Reviews says, is 
part of the Russian five-year plan 
now so much in the public eye. The 
construction work is being done by 
the engineering firm headed by W. J. 
Austin of Cleveland, who has had an 
opportunity to observe at first hand 
the progress of the Soviet attempt 
to turn Russia from an agricultural 
to an industrial nation in a few 
years, 

Whether the country can be yanked 
out of its medieval habits and trained 
in the ways of Twentieth century 
efficiency within five years is a ques- 
tion Mr. Austin cannot answer, but 
he is sure that the transformation 
will be effected in part at least. 

However efficient the workers may 
prove to be, there is no doubt, the 
article says, about the facilities for 
living and working with which they 
will be equipped. 

The factories, in which it is under- 
stood that an American motor 
company is not financially interested
